I got them to send a box to ^iin Lesar, who iconised -to hold a Washington press 
conference for me and then didn't. Eventually I got them if you do not have a copy 
and would like one. 

If they did a single tiling to promote either book, even sent out a single 
review oopy, I've not heard of it. 

What I wfnt through on these t^o, which got to them by accident, I do not 
want to go through again so what I'm doing is intended as a record for history. In 
the form of book manuscripts.
